He knew what it d"es to 


hide In the brush from wild Indians 
before he wore long trousers, bVit ho 
didn't, know what a 
railroad 
train 


looked like. 
When the Ashurst fam- 


ily became affluent enough to buy a 
cook stove, it took six months to get 
this luxury, and cost more than ?200. 


Senator Ashurst lives, to a most un- 
ual extent, In the memory of those 


party days. 
His diary Is full of refer- 


ence.i to them. 
And his diary-keeping 


habit derives from .thorn, for In those 
flays nearly evoryone kept a 
diary. 


The senator's father lost his life while 
prospecting in the Grand Canyon, and 
the senator, then a young man, was a 
member of thn party that found .the 
body. 
When they reached the camp 


of the missing man and found that no 
entry had been made In his diary for

treaty and in the evening he was to. 
speak at the coliseum, where in 1916 
he was renomlnated for 
the 
presi-

FOODSTUFFS DECLINE

Washington, Sept. 5.—Reaction from 


the high price level established dur- 
ing the war has set in, says the fed- 
eral reserve board's review of business 
conditions in August. 
Not only are some foodstuffs declin- 


ing in cost to the consumer, but the 
price of wearing apparoK such as tux- 
tiles and shoes, also has been affected, 
the review says. 
Business continues 


at an "extremely high level" and con- 
fidence of a satisfactory solution of the 
wage and price problems was report- 
ed from all sections of the country. 


"During August factors which had 


not hitherto arrested much attention 
exercised great influence on the busi- 
ness situation," the board's ;5tatement 
said. 
"Reference is made, of course, 


to the problem of commodity prices, in 
particular those going to make up the 
cost of living, and to the consequent 
labor unrest- 
Previously 
emphasis 


had been placed on. the great activity 
displayed by business. 
The problem 


of price readjustment and the difficul- 
ties connected with it now bulk larg- 
est."A movement toward lower prices 
appears to be in process in certain di- 
jections, prices of certain 
foodstuffs 


are declining and a feeling of conser- 
vation is noticeable in certain 
lines 


such as the textile and shoe industries. 


"Reflecting the feeling of uncertain- 


tv which prevails, the volume of spec- 
ulation has abated and declines in the 
price of securities have occurred. The 
general business situation however, Is 
at bottom strong."
